SUMMARY

Second reading and possible adoption of an ordinance providing for the full consideration
of protests of the consolidation of the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District and
Sierra Fire Protection District into one fire protection district to be known as the Truckee
Meadows Fire Protection District; finalizing the consolidation; providing for the
dissolution of the Sierra Fire Protection District and its Board of Fire Commissioners, and
providing for other matters properly relating thereto.*

*A minor error was discovered on Page 4 of the Ordinance under TOWNSHIP 23

NORTH, RANGE 22 EAST, where section number 35 was omiued. The Section number
has been corrected for the second reading.

Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe Secure and Healthy Communities

PREVIOUS ACTION

October 25,2011 Board of Fire Commissioners approved the operational and
administative consolidation of the SFPD and TMFPD with TMFPD as fire senrice
provider and defined the level of service therein. Board directed staffto return with an
Interlocal Agreement between the SFPD and TMFPD to effectuate the consolidation
through contract.
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March 27,2012 Board of Fire Commissioners approved the Interlocal Agreement
between the SFPD and TMFPD for Consolidated Fire Service.

On January 7,2015 the Board of Fire Commissioners approved the potential legislation
in concept to clariff and ame'nd NRS 474 County Fire Protection District law to allow for
a permanent consolidation of the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District and the
Sierra Fire Protection District.

On August 25,2015 the Board of Coun8 Commissioners approved a resolution
proposing to consolidate Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District with Siema Fire
Protection District and requested staffto schedule a public hearing on September 22,
2015 to determine whether consolidation is feasible and in the best interests of the
County and Districts.

On Septerrber 22,2015 the Board of County Commissioners held a Public Hearing to
determine whether consolidation of Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District with Sierra
Fire Protection District is feasible and in the best interests of the County and Districts and
directed Staffto make all necessary steps to complete the consolidation no later than June
30,2016.

On February 23,2016 the Board of County Commissioners introduced and held a first
reading of an ordinance providing for the full consideration of protests of the
consolidation of the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection Dishict and Sierra Fire Protection
District into one fire protection disfiict to be known as the Truckee Meadows Fire
Protection District; finalizing the consolidation; providing for the dissolution of the Sierra
Fire Protection District and its Board of Fire Commissioners, and providing for other
matters properly relating thereto, and set a second reading for possible adoption of
ordinance.

BACKGROUNI)

Since 2010, the Board of Fire Commissioners has taken steps to consolidate the
operations and administration of the TMFPD and SFPD. The consolidation has taken
place through an Interlocal Agreement approved by the Board on March 27 ,2012 with
subsequent extensions. However, consolidation through lnterlocal Agreement means
both fire districts are still in existence as two separate local governments resulting in
duplication of effort and higher costs of administration.

The Districts deliver service as one fire departnent but both follow state law regarding
auditing, budgeting and reporting requirements. This requires duplicate auditing and
multiple Board meetings, agendas and actions. The cost of the SFPD audit is in the
$26,000 range which could be saved if the Districts wsre combined. Duplicate budgets
result in a cost of several thousands of dollars of stafftime in preparing duplicate
budgets.

The operational and administrative consolidation of the TMFPD and SFPD has been
extremely successful and has provided financial stability to both fire districts. A
permanent consolidation would insure this successful consolidation remains in perpetuity.
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Recently enacted legislation, AB 333, allows a Board of County Commissioners of a
County with a population of less than 700,000 to consolidate two or more fire protection
districts. AB 333 provides that consolidation may be initiated by the adoption of a
resolution proposing the consolidation of two or more fire protection districts and
completed through adoption of Ordinances.

FISCAL IMPACT

The estimated savings to the Districts resulting from this merger, primarily a reduction in
the cost of contracting for an audit of two sets of financial statements, is approximately
$26,000. There will also be savings in stafftime in the preparation of two budgets,
financial reporting for two entities, and the allocation of operating costs between the two
Districts. There may be one-time re,programming costs in FY2015-16 for the Treasurer's
tax collection sofcware system to carry over abatements for properties in the SFPD area.

These costs, ifthey materialize, will be covered by TMFPD's budget. In addition, the
legislation ensured no property tax increases due to an annexation of the SFPD by the
TMFPD.

RECOMMENDATION

Staffrecommends that the Board adopt the proposed ordinance consolidating Truckee
Meadows Fire Protection District and Sierra Fire Protection District into one fire
protection district to be known as the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District effective
July l, 2016 at l2:00am; Providing for the dissolution of the Sierra Fire Protection
District and its Board of Fire Commissioners, and providing for other matters properly
relating thereto effective June 30, 2016 at I l:59:59pm.

WHEREAS the Sierra Fire Protection District (*SEPD") and Truckee
Meadows Fire Protection District ('TMFPD") were created by the
Washoe County Board of Commissioners pursuant to NRS 474.460;
and,

WHEREAS in 2075 the Nevada Legislature passed legislation, AB
333, which was signed by the Governor and became law on July L,
2075 which law allows a board of county commissioners of a
county wj-th a population of less than 700,000 to consolidate two
or more fire protection districts organi-zed pursuant to NRS
474.460 provided (a) each district is contiguous to at least one
other district subject to the consolidation, and (b) the
territory of each district is located entirely within the
county, and (c) the rates of the taxes levied by the board of
county commissioners pursuant to NRS 4'74.570 and 4'74.575,
respectively, are equal in each dlstrict at the time of
consolidation; and,
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WHEREAS, AB 333 provides that consolidation may be initiated by
the adoption of a resolution proposing the consolidation of two
or more fire protection districts; and,

WHEREAS, AB 333 requires a public hearing foll-owing the adoption
of a resolution to determine whether consolidati-on is feasible
and j-n the best interests of the county and the fire protection
districts; and,

WHEREAS, following the public hearing on feasibil-ity and best
interests of the county and fire districts, AB 333 requires the
board of county commissioners adopt an ordinance creating a
consolidated fire protection district that j-ncludes all of the
area of the fire protection districts, and includes the name and
identifies the boundaries of the consolidated fire protection
district; and,

WHEREAS, the population of Washoe County is less than 700,000,
the boundaries of the Truckee Meadows Fire Protecti-on District
and Sierra Ej-re Protection District, both organized pursuant to
NRS 414.460, are located entirely within Washoe County, are
contiguous to each other, and the rates of taxes levled by the
Board of County Commissioners are equal in both fire protection
districts; and,

WHEREAS, in a duly noticed public meeting held on August 25,
2075, the Washoe County Board of Commissioners adopted a
Resolution directing a public hearing be held on September 22,
20:.5, to determine whether consolidation of Truckee Meadows Fire
Protection District and Sierra Fire Protecti-on District is
feasible and in the best interests of V{ashoe County and the
Districts at which members of the public were allowed to
comment; and,

WHEREAS, following the hearing held on September 22, 2075, the
Board of County Commissioners has concl-uded that consolidation
1s feasible and in the best interests of Washoe County and the
Districts, and,

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners seeks to maximize
efficiency in firefighting and emergency medical services and to
provide dedicated ad valorem fundlng of those services; and,

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners desires to
consolidate Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District and the
Sierra Fi-re Protection District into one distri-ct which will
incl-ude aII of the area of both fire protection districts and be
named "Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District"; to have the
Truckee Meadows Eire Protection District assume all duties,
debts, obligations, liabilities, revenues, expendj-tures and
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assets of the Sierra Fire Protection Districti to dissolve the
Board of Fire Commissioners for the Sierra Fire Protection
District and take all other actions necessary and proper to
finalize consolidation of the Sierra Fire Protection District
with the Truckee Meadows Fire Protecti-on District and cease all-
operat.ions and activitj-es of the Sierra Eire Protection District
on June 30, 2076; and,

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissj-oners desires to a1low each
owner of real or personal property that is located within the
consolidated fire protection dlstrict that is subject to
taxation pursuant to NRS 414.570 and 474.515 any parti-al
abatement of taxes provided by NRS 36\.4722, 361.4123 and
361.4724 to which the owner was entitled immediately prior to
the date of the consolidation for those taxes l-evied against the
owner's real- or personal property pursuant to NRS 414.5L0 and
414.575; and,

WHEREAS the Board of County Commissioners directed staff to
draft an ordinance and to take such other and further actions as
are necessary to cease all operations and activities of the
SFPD, to consolidate the SFPD and TMFPD, and to dissolve the
Board of Fire Commissioners for the SFPD on June 30, 201-6

D. The consol-idated district descrlbed herein shall continue to
bC KNOWN AS the .TRUCKEE MEADOWS FIRE PROTECTION DTSTRICT. and
shal1 continue to be governed by the current TMEPD Board of Fire
Commissioners.

E. AIl duties, debts, obligations, liabilities, revenues,
expenditures, and assets of whatever kind of the SFPD, including
all real- and personar property, sha11 be assumed, transferred
to, taken over, disposed of, and used by TMFpD to do aIl- things
necessary and appropriate for the prudent operation of the
conso]idated fire protection distrj-ct as al-lowed by law
including, but not limited to, NRS Chapter 414.

F. Each owner of real or personal property that is rocated
within the consolidated TMFpD on ,Ju1y L, 20L6, and that is
subject to taxation pursuant to NRS 414.570 and 414.51s is
entit]ed to any partj-a1 abatement of taxes provided by NRS
36t.4722, 36L.4723 and 367.4124 to which the owner was entitled
immediately prior to July t, 20L6, for those taxes levied
against the owner's real- or personal property pursuant to NRS
414.510 and 474.5t.
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SECTION 6.

The appropriate officers of the County and the TMFPD Board of
Fire Commissioners, including without limitation, the County
Manager, County Treasurer, and E'ire Chief for TMFPD, are
authorized and directed to take all actions necessary or
appropriate to effectuate the provisions of this ordinance,
including without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the
preparation and signing of all necessary documents, legal
proceedings and other items necessary or desirable for the
dissolution of SFPD and its consolidation with TMFPD. The
documents and i-nstruments which may be signed include, without
limitation: checks, drafts, wire transfers, transfer documents,
deeds, titles, trust documents, closing memoranda,
reconveyances, assignments, terminations or noti-ces. The County
C1erk is authorized to make non-substantive edits and
corrections to this Ordinance.

SECTION 7.

A. All actions, proceedlngs, matters and things heretofore
taken, had and done by the County and j-ts offi-cers and appointed
agents not inconsj-stent with the provisions of this Ordinance
are ratified and approved.

B. A11 ordinances, resolutions, bylaws and orders, or parts
thereof, in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance are
hereby repealedr ds of the effective date of the consol-idation.
This repealer shall not be construed to revlve any ordlnance,
resolution, bylaw or order r or part thereof, heretofore
repealed.

C. Except as specifically provided herein, this ordinance shall
be in effect from and after its publi-cation as hereinafter
provided, and after this ordinance is signed by the Chairman of
the Board and attested and sealed by the County C1erk, this
ordinance shal-l be published by title on1y, together with the
names of the Commissioners voting for or against and with a
statement that typewritten copies of said ordinance are
available for j-nspection by all interested parties at the office
of the County Clerk, such publication to be made in the Reno
Gazette Journal, a newspaper published and having general
circulation in the County, at least once a week for a period of
two weeks by two insertions as required by NRS 244.700 and any
other enabling 1aws.

D. A copy of this ordinance shal1 be recorded in the office of
the county recorder for Washoe County, the County in which the
SFPD and TMFPD are located.
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E. Each term and provision of this ordinance shall- be valid
and shall be enforced to the extent permitted by Iaw. If any
term or provision of this ordinance or the applicati-on thereof
shal-l be deemed by a court of competent jurisdiction to be in
violation of l-aw or public policy, then it shaI1 be deemed
modified, ipso facto, to bring it within the limits of validity
or enforceabllity, but if it cannot be so modi-fied, then it
shall- be excised from this ordinance. In any event, the
remainder of this ordinance, or the application of such term or
provisi-on to circumstances other than those to which it is
invalid or unenforceable, sha1l not be affected.
